The array of names of persons of foralgn birth
who have been paturallged In the Bapreme
Court, which we pregent below, 18 very moeng
to-day, 1he resson for which will APPOAT, (?D.
Wednesday afternoon our roporters ware per
mitted to examine the records, In accordance
with the order of Judge Bharswood, for three
hours, aud were able o obtlaln the names and
vouchers of 7564 of the new clilexns. On Thury
day afternoon this time waa out down to one
pour and a half, and three of the reporiers
who were detalled for Lhe work were re
fuxed permission o engege in it, only four
being allowed 1o do 8o, By reason of this we
were able yesterday to publish only 666 pame
and vouohears,

Yesterday afternoon three reporters were de
talled for the work. Beveral bundles of petl
tions were placed In their hands by Lhe olork
in the Prothonotary’s office who had been pra
gant before, and the worlk commonced, Iln a
few minules a joan enlered the root and de
elared that tho manper In which the work was

being done was “an outrage,” He then
"left, saying that he “would &ee about
" Returning in A fow minutes

ne took possesslon of the dosuments, deslaring
thit only one could be examlined ala time, that
he himself must open 1t and read the nameg
off, and that then, Llany ol our reporters wished
to see the names, Lhe paper would be placed in
thelr bands for that purposs; but Lhat, under no
eircumstances could more than one doouwment be
opened al @ time, and then not without passring
through his hands,

In this way the examination prooeeded for a
time at the rate of less LhAD One paper per
minute, If the work were continued in thi%
way, not more than 150 names per day could be
oblained, which would give bul 800 per week,
and toe 15th ot October, the day of the electlon’
would be upon us by the lime 1850 names, in
addition to those already published, could be
cbtalped. Tnis would glve to the public only
2000 1n all, wheress there mre tbhousands—
pobody kunows how many, save the De.
mocratie Naturalization Comtmittee=heapeod
up in the Prothonolary 's ofMee. Thereport hay
galned currency that the 10 heretofore pub-
lished by us comprise the total work of the
Court for the days from September 15 Lo Sep
tember 20. This Is an error, 48 no one day ls
probably complete, Lor can any one
day be glven complete until the entire records
of the Uourt have been exumined,

W hen It was seen Lhal all efforls on our part
to obtaln the complete list for publication
pefore the election would be frusirated, we
objected to conlinuing the work In thils way,
gnd thereupon Lbe person who had waken pos-
gesslon of the papers declarcd that he was
acting under special Instrucilons from Judge
Bharswood, and would remove the documeunty
if we made auy farther bjection. Bach ob*
jeclion was imade, and the doouments were
socordingly taken from  the  Bupreme
Oourt Yoom. We then appoaled to
James Rows Hnowden, the Prothonos

tary, Who &tated thal he knew Do0Liug
of (ho character of tbe losbrgetions
given to the Orler of the Couri by Judge Share-
wood, but wotlld nimself coosull the Judge on
the following day and oblain from him speoifle
jnstructions in writlng as Lo how Lhe work way
to be conducted, Wishing to make &s muoch
Progress as posesible, we lhen expressed our
willipgness L0 continue tue examinallon during
the remuainderof the atlernoon a8 it had been
proceeding, but the Crier hoad tarned the key
on the papers and left for parts unknowun.

Wwe have delulled these clronmstances at
lenglh, in order that the public may know how
our efforts have been defeated, and now it wil
be impossible, unless a chavge 1s made, Lo com
plete the list before election, and by meahs o
it to bring some of these wholesale perjurers Lo
Justice,

More Mutual Vonchers,

We have already noticed the case In whioh
Henry Hall and Henry Ernst acted as vonohers
for each other, A sUll more glaring case s
given to-day. The llses below show Lhat on Lhe
14th of Beptember Louls Gosh acted as voucher
for Christlan Gosb, Chrlstian Schilatterer
and John Behmitt, An examinatlon of the
documents dated SBeptember 23, had just com-
menced when our labors were brought to a
close yesterday. Bat among the first papers of
that date on whioh we lald hands was one
showing that Louls Gosh himself then applied
for naturalization, and that Christian Gosh
acted as his voucher!

A MILLION AND A HALF PER ANNUM.

The Young Marguis of Bute—A Carious
Family History,

The Cardiff correspoudent of the Loundon
Dariy News saye:—

“South Wales fa rapidly getting itself Into a
stale of excitement concerning the festiyities
which are to be celebrated here, dur the
eecond week of Beplember, in hoaor of the
comlog of age of the Marquis of Bule, The
copper world of Swansea, the lron men of
Merthyr Tydvil, the colliers of Aberdare, and
tbe tiu miners of Monmouthshire, alike intend
to pour into Cardilf on this uccasion. Even the
shippers of Newport will come over, They are
the patoral rivals of the Cardlff men, and great
is the competitiou beétween them. Each town
bonsts of its superior progress with espeocial
relation to the other; und the emulation cee-
tainly has n most advantageous efiect on both,
for two more tbriving and advancing popuala-
tiovs than those of Uardif aud Newpoil are
tearcely to be found in the whole of the United
Kingdom.

“Uardiff, at the commencement of this cen-
tury, was a petly town, with no mors than one
thousand elght bundred and seventy inhebit-
ante, consisting of two small croes streets over-
shadowed by & ruinous old castle, The whole
district betwéen the town and the sea was, at
that time, a morass, over which the tide swept
ut high water. The trade ot the place was
mainly carried ou by two sloops, of about sixty
tons each, called respecilvely the Carditf Casile
and the Merthy Trader, whieh plied once every
alternate week between this and Bristol, At
that time cnal was supplied to Cardiff from some
outcrops ut Caerphilly. 1t was brought to the
town in bage ou the backs of mules und ponies,
ench bag costalning from one to two hundred

cight, Comparatively few of the iuhabitants
of the district could then speak English; now
comparatively few speak Welsh

“This miserable sta’e of thinge was a gool
desl atfected by the consiruction of a canal
called the Glamoreanshire Canal, which served
Lo bring the coal and iron of the Merthyr dis-
irict down to Cardid, and to ennble vessels to
enter its sea locks for loading purposes. Al-
though its capital was little more than £100,000,
this Glamorgsanshire Canal, however, was for a
long period a doub'Ml commercial speculation,
This was materially owing, no doubt, to the
very limited accommodation it afforded for
shipping. The trade of Cardif continue.d, how-
ever, to be curried on until 1839 by means of
this cunnl, and the town increased proportion.
ately. In 1831 the population had rigen to
about 6000,

“1t was in that year that the last Mirquis of
Bute, an intelligent and far-seeing man, odialned
an ot of Parlinnent enabling him to construct
a doek st Curdifl, [t wus an tmportant measure,
pot ouly for the loeality but for himsell; for the
Muarquis held all the lind in the town, and not
ouly in the town, bat in wll the hill conntry
round about it. I the mineral riches of Gia-
morganshire were to be developed, more sc-
commodation for shipping must be provided;
and the Marquis saw thut nowhere else could
that accommodation be provided more to hig
own advantage thun at Cardiff, whieh torms his
own estute, He calculated that on= thing would
react upon the otner; the increase of shipping
upon the development of minerais: the develop-
ment of minerals npon the increase of shipping,
whilet both would lurgely influcnce the pros-
perity of Cardiff. Aud as the hills contuining
the coal and ironstone were his own property,
us the deek land was his own property, and the
docks them#elves would be Lis own properly,
and &s all the town of Cardiff was his own pro-
perty, the Marquis foresaw that the great bulk
of the sdvantage from the development of
minerals, the improvement of the dock land,
the use of the docks, and the enlargement of
Cardiff, must accrue to bimself and to his heirs,

“The West Bute Dock was opened in 1839, asd
almost simultaneously with 1t rallway saccom-
modation was provided between the hill district
and the decks., The whole system may bo sald
to bave come inlo aotive worklog operation (o
1841. It was st that very ime that a new col-
liery district of preat importance came into
wm{'iuz in South Walea, It was found that the
conls of the Aberdare collieries were comparn.
tively smokeless, snd that for thatand other
reasons they were speclally and peenniarily
adapted for steady & lgl:liuu. The Admiralty
ordered experiments 1o tried with them, and,
the rcports being favorable, these cosls came
into imwediate use io our navy. A rallway was
immedintely consiructed to bring these coals
down to the Bute docks. All through the day
and night now lopg lines ol wagons, conveying
huge masses of conl, are traversing the rall ways
mto the Bute docks, whera the shipment is eon-
ducted under very fuverable eircnmstances, by a
single tilt out of the truck into the ship's hola,

“The rupid development of the mineral dis-
triet of course requited equally rapid develop-
ment of dock accommadation, The Marquls of
Bute was not behlnd the emergency. He
devoted bls energles and Lis purse Lo the cou.
structlon notonly ot a #econd dock, bat of &
great tidnl basin, with ample entrauce gates lor
shipping of large eize, Around these entrance
gules hae sprung up an entirely new lown,
chicfly inlinbited by persong eugased in the
shipplng trade. All the great collieries have
aeeats avd offices here: there e handsome und
gpacious hotels, fine stoue-bult houses for con-
sulur establishments, ete., all having a prospee:
of the sen a mile distant over the very beautiful
estunry of the Tail.

*The Marguis of Buta did not, however, live
to see the nccom plishment of all his eherlshiod
projects, He worked very hard, labored most
assldoously and mnr‘-smunlrv for their attain-
ment, and bhe was able to rejoice in their sucoess,
and to eee that everything around hio wis
springing from decadence into hife and vigor.

& wos himselt fulling into the asar and yeliow
leaf when he thought fis to marry. [ mar-
riege was o gerlons blow to other members of
his family. Desides female relatives, he had
two brotbers, Lord James Stuart, and Lord
Dudley Coutts Stuart, both well-known mea in
thelr duy; the former a4 staunch Whig, and the

latter ai ardent radlesl, and the enthusiustic
and devoted Irsind of Poland, Lord James
Btusrt, the elder of the two, had lived o life of
_compurative poverty, baviog u very large family,

For many years, however, ha had boen the
helr presumptive of the marguisate, and had
looked forward to the day when the immense
fortune of the family would come to him a4
some compensation for the early struzgles of
himself and of his children. The mlrrhg‘.-_s of
the Marqais was a severe blow to him. That
blow became a death blow when a short year
alter the young and blooming Marchioness of
Bute gave birth to an heir—that heir, the only
child, whose birthday Curdiff is now abous to
celebrate,

“Immense was the exultation of the elderly
Marquis at the birth of tule boy-child. He was
born In Beolland., As soon as clrcumstances
permitted the Marquis snd March'oness brought
the young belr down to Cardiff, where there
were immense rejoleings. Amongst other feati-
vitles & grand banquet was given to all the
coun round-about, The Marqais himeell
presented his ehild-helr to hi= assembled kinsfolk
and tenants. Great was the admiration of the
Infani; vast the enthosiasm; immens- the pile
of gold and silver poured into the lap of the
lucky nurse, After the baby hal gone the
round, and been sufficiently admired by all,
the Marquis retired with him—retired vever
more Lo reappear,

“The noble and genilo assembiage ware still
occupled In discussing the merits of the younyg
‘Ear] of Windsor aud Baron Cardill’ (such were
the titles of the new-born babe) when s sudden
hush of silence came over the room. That
hush In & lew moments acepened iuto s thrill,
Bureh} there was something wrong? No one
dared inquire of his nelghbor except by some
expressive look; vat all wore eager to know
what event bad bappeved. No ery had been
heard, no wail of angotsh bed been raised, yeu
every one felt thet some great calamity had

nssed over that house. And so it had been,

n o minute more every ove sssembled knew
tbat the Marquis of Bute was dead, He had
retired to his dressing-room, and had sullenly
fallen back into the wrms of his valet in sn
apoplectic fit.

“In 1814, when Johp, last Marqals of Bute,
entered upon his mwajorily, Carditf consist d of
little more than two small strests, aud conta'ned
& poor popolation numberiog less than twenty-
five bundred, [In 1868, when John Charles
Crichton-Stuart, now Marguis of Bute, enters
upon bis mujority, he will find the streets of
Cardiff extenalng over nearly two miles of
ground from north to eouth, every house being
couvstrocted on his own Innd, and his tenantry
in the town alone numbering over sixty thou-
sand rmplr! From being a place periectly
inslgnificunt in respect of trale, It has risen to
be the fourth port of the United Kingdom., The
coal, iron, ete,, exported from the Bute docks
are estimated at more than three milllon tons
per aunum. Bo rapid 18 the exteusiou of the
port that additional docks are now being con-
structed nearer 1o the sea, for the accommoda-
tion of the larger class of vessels whieh find-it
difficult to come up to Cardif; and, besides
these, an independent company has constructed
large docks at Penurth, Beyond (he limits of the
Bute estate, which have been leased, under
advaniageous circumetances, by the Tuafl Vale
Raillway Company, and which are likely to
prove a bighly successful speculation in the
hands of thut enterprisiog and successful map-
agement,

“The yonng Marquis of Bute may boast with
pride and satisfaction that all this is due to the
single mina of the parent whom be lost under
ruch lamentable circumstances in the first year
of hisown life. The iocreased value of the
estate his father left him, and the enormous
savings which have accroed during s lone
minority, will make the Marquis of Bute on the
day of his mqjorlt.{ ope of the richest peers in
England., He will inherit not ouly an \llustrions
pame, and a great example, but a fortune, it is
said, of not leas thau £300,000 a year. God grant
that heé may make good nse of the opportuunities
thue placed at is disposnl, and may feel that 1t
is an immense rupouaibm'hy as well as n great
estate that he inherite!

“The Marquis is aimost unknown here at pre-
scnt, but the people of Cardid are preparing to
receive mm as if he had done everything for
them that his father did, The corporation bas

nted £1600 for public decorations. There are
0 be iriumphal arches at every entrance to wne
town. All the streets are to be gally Hlumi-
nated; ond, ip case uny of the lamps snould go
out, the eleotric light 19 10 be cast from the
highest chureh tower, Festoons of flowers and
flags are to decorate all the streets, Oxen are to
be publicly roasted whole, and the meat dis-
tributed smong the poor; and the corporation
and gentry of the town are 10 meet and dine
together at a gouinea a head, There ara to be
public smuements ontside the town, consisting
ol a review of the ritles, actillery, nud cavalry ot
the district, a gravd reguatta, shosting matehes,
and an sgricultursl show. Io the evening thers
are to be dissolviug views, balloons with mag-
neslum lights, Mamiusted fountains which sre
to be periumed, f«iry snow storms, fdery comets,
fireworke, snd hme lizht iHosions. Beyond all
tlese, a fiery dragon is io make its wny over the
town at the hewght of one hundred feet., These
areouly eome of the smusements and entertain-
ments 1o be provided, for the programme is not
yet complete; but the Cardif prople promiss
that the whole affair is to be the grandest ever
yet witnessed within the principality,

“CardIl Castle lweelf bhas bLeen entirely re.
slored during the present centurv, aud 1« now
being compteted for the youog Marquls’ recep-
tiun. A temporary baoqueting ball Is bemng
coustrocted, no room in the castle baing sufli-
clently large to receive the guests the Bargnig
noposes himself to entertain, A tine ball-roomn
s also beleg ron up at a very heavy cost, and
the ladies ol Glumorgsaushire are in pie % ax.
citement as to whom the Marquis him=elf will
dance with, It is eaid that the casile entertsin.
ments mione on this cccasion will cost £40,000;
but perbaps this 1s & contractor's estimate,

“The Marquis’ tweoty-first birthday falis on
Saturday. the 12th of Beptember, but the fes.
tivities are to extend over a week, commencing
the Weduesday befores, and closing the Wedues
dsy after the 12th, Saturday being market day
there happens to be & very inconvenient day for
{he principal entertpinments, the artisans and
their families being, on a Saturday, su basily
engaged in providing themselves with their
week's supplies, Cardiff is expected to be
overflowing durine the whols period these
festivities continue.”
